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PREFACE 



No apology need be presented for the publication of a 
new Spanish grammar or text-book. The growing in- 
terest of the public in the only language that can be 
considered a rival of the English tongue on the American 
continent requires the production of new and more per- 
fect instruments for the acquisition of that language. 

The present volume is to be considered a "First Span- 
• ish Book.'' It is intended for young people in high 
schools as well as colleges, who have no acquaintance 
as yet with the language of Lope de Vega and Cervan- 
tes, of Simon Bolivar, the liberator of South America, 
and Don Emilio Castelar, the glory of Spanish political 
oratory. 

It is to be used both as an Elementary Grammar and 
as a practical method for the acquisition of a simple 
vocabulary and of the most frequent idioms of the lan- 
guage. It must not, therefore, be considered a complete 
grammar of the Spanish language. The exercises for the 
translation of English into Spanish have been devised 
with the view of suggesting to the student the most 
idiomatic Spanish sentence accessible to him at the stage 
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he has reached, and to this fact must be ascribed the 
slight clumsiness which will here and there be discovered 
in the EngUsh wording. 

The Grammar will be supplemented by a Reader, also 
due to the labors of Mr. L. A. Loiseaux, who, through 
his experience as an instructor of Spanish in Columbia 
University, has become thoroughly acquainted with the 
obstacles to be overcome by the American student in his 
struggle for the mastery of la lengua castellana,

INTRODUCTORY 

ALPHABET, PRONUNCIATION AND ACCENT 



1. The Spaaiisli alphabet contams the same letters as the 
English, to which should be added the four compound let- 
ters : ch, 11, ñ, rr. These represent distinct sounds, k and w, 
however, are found only in foreign words. 

PBONUNCIATION 

2. The sound of the Spanish vowels never changes. It is 
the same as that of the Latin vowels in what is known as 
the Roman pronunciation. (See § 4 for the pronunciation 
of e and o.) The only difference to be observed is that of 
duration between the accented, always long, and the unac- 
cented, always short. 

The consonants are less distinctly pronounced than the 
vowels, being somewhat softened, and sometimes even silent. 

3. While nothing can take the place of oral explanation 
an approximate idea of Spanish sounds, by means of English 
words, is given below.

A diphthong is formed by the combination of a strong 
vowel and a weak one, or of two weak vowels which must 
be different. Both vowels keep their individual sound, but 
they are pronounced as a single syllable, a slight stress 
being laid in the first case on the strong vowel and in the 
second, on the last of the two weak vowels. 

Ex. — ^pai-sSr-no, caü-sa, pré-cio, rey, viü-do, muy. 

A triphthong consists of a strong vowel between two weak 
ones, the combination counting as one syllable. 
Ex. — a-pre-ciáis, a-pre-ciéis, buey. 

Two strong vowels cannot form a diphthong, and each 
belongs to a distinct syllable. 
Ex. — tra-e, le-o, de-se-o, na-o. 

When it is necessary to place the accent-mark t over a 
syllable containing a diphthong (or triphthong), the accent- 

* (-) indicates accented syllable. It should not be written. Cf, } 7, 
Bemark (a). 

t See $ 7, Remarks (a) and (&). 
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mark is placed over the strong vowel 3 if both vowels are weak, 
oyer the last one. 

Ex. — ^huéa-ped, mur-cié-la-go, ful 

An accent-mark placed over the weak vowel, or over the 
first of two weak vowels, dissolves the diphthong (or 
triphthong). 

Ex. — ^M-o, pa-is, flú-i-do, te-mí-ais. 



Consonants 

6. ^ k, 1, m, n, p, w, are pronounced as in English. 

b and v, differ from English b and v, in that their 
pronunciation is almost alike. They are uttered 
with the lips close together but not completely- 
touching each other. Many words are found 
spelled indifferently with b or v, ex. : Habana, 
Havana. 

c, like Jc before a, 0, w or a consonant 5 before e or i, like 
th in thinh 

ch has always the sound of ch in chair, 

d like the English dj but slightly softer. When final,

Tonic Accent 

7. In words of two or more syllables, one syllable is pro- 
nounced with more emphasis than the others. This em- 
phasis in pronunciation is called tonic accent 

The place of the tonic accent is governed by the following 
rules: 

The accent rests : 

(1) On the last syllable : 

(a) In words ending with a consonant other than n or s : 
cindad, citt/j canal, canal; (b) in most of the nouns ending in 
n, especially those ending in ion. These bear the accent- 
mark (') : jardín, garden, Alemán, German, nación, nation. 

(2) On the penultimate : 

(a) In words ending with a vowel or a diphthong : casa, 
house, libro, hook; (6) in words other than nouns, ending 
with n or s: aman, they love, estamos, we are ; (c) in proper 
names ending in ez : Oomez, Kuftez. 

(3) On the antepenultimate : 

In a few words which cannot be classified. On these 
words the accent-mark (') is always printed, ex.: articulo, 
article, música, music. 
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Remarks. — (a) Any deviation from the above rules is 
indicated by an accent-mark (') over the accented syllable. 
(6) The accent-mark is also nsed to distinguish words of 
identical forms, but of different meanings, ex. : él, he^ 
el, the, cómo, I eat, como, as. (c) The addition of 5 or 65 
indicating the plural never changes the place of the tonic 
accent (except in carácter, régimen, which give caracteres, 
regímenes in the plural), (d) In compound words, each of 
the component words retains its own accent. 

« 

Division of Syllables 

8. Spanish words are divided in such a way that every 
syllable shall begin with a consonant (if possible). 
Ex. — co-mi-da, a~me-ri-ca-no. 

(a) ch, 11, 11, rr are considered as simple consonants, and 
follow the above rule. 

Ex. — co-che, ga-lli-na, ca-ñón, ca-rro. 

(&) 1 and r when preceded by a consonant other than s, are 
not separated from that consonant. 
Ex. — ^no-ble, mar-dre. 

(c) s does not combine with a following consonant. 
Ex. — es-ca-le-ra, es-tar. 

{d) Vowels forming a diphthong (or triphthongs) should not 
be separated. 

Ex. — ^bue-no, pa-tria, rei-no, san-ti-guáis. 

Note. — A single vowel should not end or begin a line.

11. When the prepositions de, o/, and á, to, are followed 
immediately by the definite article el, preposition and article 
are contracted into del and al respectively.

12. Before a feminine singular noun beginning with ac- 
cented a or ha, the masculine article el is used instead of the 
feminine la.

This change is not made before a plural noun or before an 
adjective : las almas, the souls, la alta casa, the high house.

(c) Before titles when the person is spoken of, not when 
addressed.

14. The article lo is used before adjectives, having an 
abstract meaning. 

Ex. — ^lo bueno, the good, what is good,

Every noun, whatever it represents, must be either 
one or the other.

20. Nouns denoting males, titles or professions commonly 
assigned to males are masculine, whatever their endings. 
Those denoting females, professions or dignities pertaining 
to females are feminine.

This rule outweighs all others. 

21. In other nouns, the ending o usually indicates the 
masculine gender, the ending a the feminine.

22. The above rule, however, suffers many exceptions. 
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The following remarks will help to determine the gender 
of nouns not included in § 20.

AUGKENTATIVES AND DIMINUTIVES 

33. The Spanish language is peculiarly rich in suffixes 
which are added to nouns, adjectives, and adverbs, to modify 
their ordinary meaning. These suffixes are called : (a) aug- 
mentative, when they indicate increase in size or quality ,• 
(&) diminutive, when they indicate importance or size less 
than normaL In addition to the idea of greater or lesser 
size, these suffixes often imply coarseness, ugliness, irony, or 
attractiveness, nicety and affection. To use them properly, 
much familiarity with the language is necessary. 

But as they are often met with, especially in familiar 
style, the most common of these suffixes are given here. 

!• Augmentatíves 

34. -on, -ote, -azo, and their feminine forms, -ona, -ota, 
-aza, denote greater size or quality, with or without an idea 
of grotesqueness, ugliness, etc.

POSITION OF THE ADJECTIVE

adjective wiU come before the noun when the latter is the

ORTHOGRAPHIC CHANGES 



160. The pronunciation which the verb-stem has in the 
Infinitive must be maintained throughout the conjugation. 
As certain consonants have a different pronunciation accord- 
ing to the letter which they precede, the following changes 
are necessary in applying the above rule for maintaining a 
uniform pronunciation :

In the 1st and 
2d persons, the conjunctive and disjunctive personal pro- 
nouns are regularly used. 

The reflexive object pronouns are treated as personal 
object pronouns (see § 80 to 93) ; the subject when a pro- 
noun is expressed or not, according to § 76.

175. A verb is irregular when the stem undergoes changes 
other than those required to maintain the pronunciation of 
the Infinitive or to obey the laws of orthography (c/. § 160

176. The formation of tenses above given (§ 156) applies 
also to most of the irregular verbs, since the irregularities 
are generally found in the principal parts from which the 
derived parts are regularly inflected. 

177. Verbs which suffer similar variations can be grouped 
into one class ; each class can then be studied by means of 
a representative verb. 

178. Before proceeding with the conjugation of irregu- 
lar verbs the following remarks should be well understood :

Both of these tenses indicate that a past action 
took place before another action also passed. 
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The difference between the two tenses is that the action 
expressed by the pluperfect precedes the other by an in- 
definite period, while the past anterior denotes an action 
taking place immediately before the other. The past anterior 
is always introduced by a conjunction of time like apenas, 
hardly / cuando, when ; al punto que, as soon as, etc., and 
followed by a preterit.

249. The subjunctive is the mood of uncertainty. Except 
as specified in § 268, it is found only in subordinate clauses. 

260. When a principal clause through its meaning or 
form implies that the action or state expressed by a sub- 
ordinate verb may or may not take place t, or have taken 
place, the verb of the subordinate clause is put in the 
subjunctive. 

261. Therefore the subjunctive will be used in a sub- 
ordinate clause : 

(1) When the verb of the governing clause implies:
